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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of species 2 in the reply filed on 31 May 
2005 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections « 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-9 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or (e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Damgaard US006607429B1. Please refer to the entire document, and 
especially column 3, lines 3-63. Note that the spacing between the protrusions can be 
considered cross-hatched grooves, with a depth of between 3 and 200 [im and a 
spacing between protrusions (width of grooves) of between 1-3mm and a centerline 
spacing between protrusions of between 1-3mm, which equates to a centerline spacing 
of the grooves between 1-3mm. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Damgaard '429 in view of Ettinger, US006422921 B1 . '429 discloses that the platen is 
made of steel, but not stainless steel. '921 discloses that it is old and well known in the 
art to make platens of stainless steel. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to have provided '429 with the stainless steel platen taught by '921 , as 
known in the art, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the 
art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 1 25 USPQ 41 6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 7-20 are allowed. The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly 
teach the center portion having a first fluoropolymer coating having a low surface 
wetting coefficient and the annular portion having a second fluoropolymer coating 
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having a high surface wetting coefficient. Fluoropolymer coatings are known In the art, 
but there is no evidence of It being used in this configuration. (Ward, US006398905B1 ). 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. It is the examiner's position that '429 
discloses the invention now claimed.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this OfHce action.
